IIK battle was lost at " o'clorl, 


ill the afternoon of Sept. "0 
hut. like the hero of Mart-ngo 
sturdy old Thomas felt that 


there was thne to light another If 1: 
only hail the troops. Ills hist man lia. 
been put In to save the army from lie 
Ing surrounded. A gap less than a mil 
In length remained to l>e covered by tin 
Confederates to make their circle com 
plete. and they were rushing in from 
two directions. 


Longstreet was forming his ranks of 


gray upon a spur of Horseshoe ridge 
to drive the charge home. His dins 
were unllmberlng on a hill when- they 
could rake Thomas' line lengthwise. 
nnd that dauntless hero, with a die-In- 
our-lracks look on his face, felt that 
the hour had come to die. The odds In 
men and gnus were at least two to one 
airalnst him. lie had never yet been 
beaten ill battle, bad never yet retreat- 
oil. 


And as things stood at Chlckamaugn 


there would be no chance of retreating 
with more than a fragment of the 
troop* if I.ongstreet'H men rushed on 
nnd closed the narrow gap behind 
Thomas. The way of retreat would 
be shut, the road from Chlckamauga 
creek to Chattanooga through the moun- 
tain pass nt Itossvllle.

Held-glass. Then he declared, with at 
oath. 'Tin going to Thomas, orders or 
no orders." 


"If you go It may bring disaster upoi 


our nrmy," Interposed his chief aid. 


"There's nothing on my front nov 


but ragtag and bobtail cavalry," he ex 
claimed. "I»on't you see Itragg Is pit 
Ing his whole army on Thomas';'1 


<!ningcr started with two brigades 


leaving a third to do the work of guard 
Ing the rond. Clouds of dust were 
stirred up by the marching men. nnd a 
couple of miles out the column was 
flred on by rllle skirmishers, and two 
guns wore planted In often woods. 


A little farther on the column came 


to Thomas* Held hospital and found it 
In the hands of Forrest's Confederate 
cavalry. Granger cleared the hospital 


%of gray troopers and next met an aid 
from Thomas who had come out to see 
if the dust clouds raised by the column 
meant the approach of new foes or 
friends'. At 1 o'clock Craijuer grasped 
Thomas by the hand as he stood anx- 
iously watching I.ongstreet'H swelling 
ranks on Horseshoe ridge. 
"Those 


men must be driven back," said he. 
pointing to the batteries and tin; men 
iK-hlnd them. 


"Call you do It?" said Thomas. 
"Ye*. My men are fresh and Just the 


fellows for the work." 


No time was wasted maneuvering. 


At the command "Right face! 
Tor- 


ward .march:" tin? brigades of \Vhlta- 
ker anil Mitchell wheeled Into line with 
their 
division 
commander. 
Ceneral 


Steedman. at their head, carrying the 
tlag of a regiment. At that Instant 
Loligstri-vt's guns Hashed out on tin 
ridge, and Thomas said: "There. Ken 
cral Steedman: you can. sec their exact 
position. You must take that ridge:" 


"I'll do IC" Stcedinan exclaimed. 


Granger touched Steedman familiarly 
on the shoulder and said, "Sted. old 
boy. It's going to be deuced hot in 
there.". 


"Yes. general; It looks HO." 
Granger continued. "Sted, If any- 


thing should happen, you know, have 
you any request V" 


"Yes. general." Pteednwn said In tin- 


Mine calm tone. "If I fall please sx-c 
that my name is spelled correctly In 
the newspapers." This was a hint that 
the Junip from the nickname "Sted" to 
St?dman was natural :ln 'excited war 
correspondents. 


In twenty minutes the charge was 


over nnd I.ongstreet's men Hying back 
down the southern Hlnpe of the rldce 
After a few leaps forward Steedman's 
horse pitched headforemost, throwing 
his rider violently to the ground. Tin: 
enemy met the charge with shell and 
canister and then with a murderous ri- 
fle lire. Stecdman lost 1,(KM) mon out of 
S..ViO. but Thomas' tine was now plant- 
ed on the ridge eorcted by I-onpMrcet. 


When (ininp-r reached the 
Held 


Thomas' men had used up all their 
ammunition and the supply train had 
been cut off. The cartridges brought 
tiy Granger's men were divided among 
the troops on the line, but when the 
enemy massed a new force and dashed 
for the ridge there was nothing to 
check them but cold steel. Steedman 
mounted a fresb horse and rode up and 
down the line. Inspiring his men to 
hold the ridge they had captured 
!<<» 


gallantly. \Vheii,J.oiigstrcet's; reserves 
flashed up the slopes again he ordered 
n buttery captain to "douHe shot" the 
puns. "I'.een doing that for ten rounds. 
general." 


"Then treble shot them." wild Steed- 


man. 


"Never heard of It In-fore," said the 


young artillerist, "but what you say 
goe«. Treble shot them, boys!" 


The Confederates marched steadily 


up to within range of Steedman's rille; 
and came to a halt as If undetermined 
to fuce more slaughter on that ridge. 


One of the leaders seined ji Ha:: ami 
vavlng It for a signal, dashed forward, 
he men fiillowinir with wild yells. At 
;weuty paces the lire of the treble shot 
led guns struck them, ami they il"il 
iack down the hill, leaving the gallant 
illlcer dead with the Hag spread over 
dm. 


At sundown I.ongstreet's men camr 


Hi again In a Ia«t ell'ort to carry tin 
r!d::e and drive Thomas from tin- Held. 
The last cartridge had been lired, and 
when the olllcers asked (irntiger what 
they should do he said. "Fix bayonets 
ind-go for them:" The waiting Fed 
.•rals lay behind the crest, like the Kng- 
llsb guard corps nt Waterloo. When 
the enemy neared the summit the cry 


Forward:" was sounded, and the blue 
line rushed out with the bare bayonets. 
The 
Twenty-second 
Michigan 
n-Kl- 


mcnt of Steedman's line broke through 
the Confederate ranks in their eager- 
ness and wen- swallowed up and borne 
along down the ridge as the Confeder- 
ates reeled back for the last time. 


The battle of Chlckamauga was end- 


ed, and nearly I'.n.ono men lay on the 
Held killed or wounded. It was not as 
sanguinary as (lettysburg. but It was 
the bloodiest battle In the west. At 
dark Thomas abandoned tin* line he 
had defended with masterly skill and 
determination the best part of two 
days and rallied his army In the p:i.<-> 
ar'ltossvllle. Ills tight had saved Kine- 
crans' army from total disaster and 
kept Itragg from marching back to 
Chlckamauga, the object of his attack. 


Civil war brings strange enemies Into 


contact. 
HragK lost the game, ho was 


lighting for that day through the pine!; 
of his old comrade In the Mexican war. 
It was 1'ragg's battery that old "Kon-.-b 
and Heady" apl«-aled to at Itucim VIs^ 
ta In the famous phrase. "A lectle mon 
grape," and Lieutenant Thomas tilled 
the order to the Joy of General Taylor. 
The captain mid his lieutenant wen 
the best of friends, and In.the war 
days Mragg always called Thomas "O!d 
Tom." 
Chlekamauga was the second 


Held on which the whilom lieutenant 
had defeated the well laid plans of his 
former captain. Hi- held the center at 
Stone Klvi-r the -year before Chlcka 
manga and stood off HHIRK'S desperati 
attacks after the right wing of the Fed- 
eral army hail been swept from the 
Held. 


Chlekamauua was a strange buttle. 


A diagram of the Held as It was when 
Steedman planted his line on the crest 
of Horseshoe ridge shows a perfect 
horseshoe of the circular pattern. At 
the beginning Thomas had a short line, 
corresponding to the toe of the shoe. 
Tt was defended by barricades, and the 
Confederates overlapped the works on
